Claims 1-14 and 18-26 and 30-35 are allowable over the prior art of record and in light 
of applicant arguments. Claims 15-17 have been canceled. 
The amendment filed on 1/30/2004 has been entered. 

Regarding claims 27-29, the prior art does not suggest providing a start time of a next 
operational cycle to each of the plurality of devices; computing an offset between each 
of the plurality of devices specific local times and system time; synchronizing each of 
the plurality of the device specific local times with the system time suing the computed 
offset; and aligning the plurality of device specific local times with respect to each other 
so that the start time of the plurality of devices coincide.
